DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . In view of the preliminary amendment to the claims submitted on 1 1/4/03 and 
again on 9/30/04, examiner withdrawals the restriction requirement as requested by the 
applicant on 9/30/04. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the chassis of claim 1 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

3. Applicant is required to submit a proposed drawing correction in reply to this 
Office action. However, formal correction of the noted defect may be deferred until after 
the examiner has considered the proposed drawing correction. Failure to timely submit 
the proposed drawing correction will result in the abandonment of the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 , 3, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hill et al. (4764422). 

Re claim 1, Hill et al. discloses an electrical shield, comprising: a body of 
moldable material (composite, central part 21), said body having a primary side 
(unnumbered inside of 21) and a secondary side (unnumbered outside of 21), wherein a 
plurality of contoured channels (unnumbered on in side of 21 , top and bottom channels) 
are formed on and planar to said primary side for receiving electrical cables therein; and 
an electrically conductive coating (coating of nickel, see column 3 line 65 according to 
the numbering in the middle) disposed at least on said secondary side, wherein said 
coating is operable in an electrically conductive relationship with the chassis (frame 1 1 
for example) in which said body of moldable material is operable to be disposed (see 
figures 1-2). 

Re claim 3, Hill et al. discloses an electrical shield, wherein said secondary side 
comprises a substantially planar surface parallel to said contoured channels (see figure 
2). 

Re claim 8, Hill et al. discloses an electrical shield, wherein said body of 
moldable material comprises a structural plastic foam (see column 3 line 63). 

Re claim 9, Hill et al. discloses an electrical shield, wherein said coating 
comprises a metallic coating layer (see column 3 line 65). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hill et al. 
Re claim 10, the device of Hill et al. discloses the claimed invention except that 

the metallic coating comprises a copper layer. However, Hill et al. teaches that the 
electrically conductive material may be copper (see column 2 lines 45-49). It would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to use the copper coating instead of the nickel coating as taught by Hill et al. in 
order to provide acceptable level of conductivity.
